21 And he aſked his father, 
How long is it ago ſince this 
came unto him?

7 And he ſaid unto them, 
It 1s not for you to know the 
times or the ſeaſons, which the 
Father hath put in his own 
power.

which, from among the Gen. 
tiles are turned to God: 

20 But that we write unto 
them, that they abſtain from 
pollutions of idols, and from for. 
nication, and from things ſtran- 
gled, and from blood. 

21 For Moſes of old time 
hath in every city them that 
preach him, being read in the 
ſy nagogues every ſabbath day, 
pleaſed it the 
e and elders with the 
whole church, to ſend choſen 
men of their own company to 
Antioch with Paul and Bar. 
nabas ; namely, Judas ſurnamed 
Barſabas, and Silas, chief men 
among the brethren : 

23 And they wrote etters by 
them after this manner; The 
apoſtles and elders and brethren 
ſend greeting unto the brethren 
which are of the Gentiles m 
Antioch and Syria and Cilicia: 

24 Foraſmuch as we have 
heard, that certain which went 
out from us have troubled you 
with words, ſubverting your 
fouls, ſaying, Te mut be cir— 
cumciſed, and keep the law: to 
whom we gave no ſuch com- 
mandment : 

25 It ſeemed good unto us, 
being aſſembled with one ac- 
cord, to ſend choſen men unto 


you with our beloved. Barnabas 
and Paul, 


26 Men that 13 hazarded 


— lives for the name our 


Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


the Gentiles decided. 


Judas and-Silas, who ſhall alfo 
tell you the fame things by 
mouth. 

28 For it ſeemed good to the 
Holy Ghoſt, and to us, to lay 
upon you no greater burden 
than theſe neceſlary things ; 

29. That ye abſtain from 
meats offered to idols, and from 
blood, and from things ſtran- 
gled, and from fornication : 
from which fif ye keep your- 
ſelves, ye ſhall do well. F are 
ye well, 

30 So when they were diſ- 
miſſed, they came to Antioch: 
and when they had gathered 
the multitude together, they 
delivered the epiſtle : 

31 Which when they had read, 
they rejoiced for the N 

32 And Judas and Silas, be. 
ing prophets alſo themſelves, ex- 
horted the brethren with many 
words, and confirmed them. 

3 And after they had tar-ja 
ned there a ſpace, they were let 
go in peace from the brethren 
unto the apoſtles. 

34 +Notwichſtanding it pleaſed 
Silas to abide there ſtill. 

35 Paul alſo and Barnabas 
continued in Antioch, teaching 
and preaching the word of the 
Lord, with many others allo. 

36 J And ſome days after 
Paul ſaid unto Barnabas, Let 
us go again and viſit our bre- 
thren in every city where we 
have preached the word of the

7 And Barnabas determined 
to take with them John, whoſe ' 
ſurname was Mark. | 

38 But Paul thought not 
good to take him with them, 
who departed from them from 
Pamphylia, and went not with 
them to the work. . 

39 And the contention was ſo 
(harp between them, that they 
departed aſunder one from the 
other: and fo Barnabas took 
Mark, and failed unto Cyprus; 

40 And Paul choſe Silas, 
and departed, being recom- 
mended* by the brethren unto 
the grace of God. 

41 And he went through 
* and Cilicia, confirming 
the churches. 

CHAP. XVI. 

Paul circumciſeth Timothy. 
HEN came he to Derbe 
and Lyſtra: and, behold, 
a certain diſciple was there, 
named Timotheus, the ſon of 
certain woman, which was a 
Jewels, and believed ; but his 
father was a Greek: 
2 Which was well reported 
of by the brethren that were at 


| Lyſtra and Iconium. 


3 Him would Paul have to 
go forth with him ; and took 
and circumciſed him becauſe of 
the Jews which were in thoſe 
quarters: for they knew all 
that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through 
Fs cities, they dehvered them 
the decrees for to keep, that 


Lord, and ſee how they do. 


were ordained of the apoſtles 
1 


Paul is directed 
and elders which were at Je- 
ruſalem. 

5 And ſo were the churches 
eſtabliſhed in the faith, and in- 
creaſed in number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone 
throughout Phrygia and the re- 
gion of Galatia, and were for- 
bidden of the Holy Ghoſt to 
preach the word in Aſia, 

7 Aſter they were come to 
Myſia, they aſſayed to go into 
Bithynia: but the Spirit ſuffer- 
ed them not. 

8 And they paſſing by Myſia 
came down to Troas. 

¶ And a viſion appeared to 
Paul in the night; There ſtood 
a man of Macedonia, and pray- 
ed him, ſaying, Come over into 
Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And after he had ſeen the 

viſion, immediately we endea- 
voured to go into Macedonia, 
aſſuredly gathering that the Lord 
had called us for to preach the 
goſpel unto them. 
11 Therefore looſing from 
Troas, we came with a ſtraight 
courſe to Samothracia, and the 
next day to Neapolis; 

12 And from thence to Phi- 
lippi, which is the chief city of 
that part of Macedonia, and a 
colony: and we were in that 
city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the ſabbath we 
went out of the city by a river 
ſide, where prayer was wont to 
be made; and we fat down, and 


ſpake unto the women which 
reſorted thither. 
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to go into Macedonia. 

14 J And a certain woman 
named Lydia, a ſeller of purple, 
of the city of Thyatira, which 
worſhipped God, heard as : 
whoſe heart the Lord opened, 
that ſhe attended unto the things 
which were ſpoken of Paul. 

15 And when ſhe was bap- 
tized, and her houſhold, ſhe be- 
ſought us, ſaying, If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my houſe, and 
abide there. And ſhe conſtrain- 
ed us. 

16 J And it came to paſs, 
as we went to prayer, a certain 
damſel poſſeſſed with a ſpirit of 
divination met us,which brought 
her maſters much gain by ſooth- 
ſaying : 

17 The fame followed Paul 
and us, and cried, ſaying, Theſe 
men are the ſervants of the moſt 
high God, which ſhew unto us 
the way of ſalvation. 

18 And this did ſhe many 
days. But Paul, being grieved, 
turned and faid to the ſpirit, 1 
command thee in the name of 
Jeſus Chriſt to come out of 
her. And he came out the 
ſame hour. 

19 J And when her maſters 
ſaw that the hope of their gains 
was gone, they caught Paul and 
Silas, and drew them into the 
market-place unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the 
magiſtrates, ſaying, Theſe men, 
being Jews, do exceedingly 


trouble our city, | ; 
21 And teach cuſtoms, which 


He and Silas 


are not lawful for us to re- 
ceive, neither to obſerve, being 
Romans. 

22 And the multitude roſe up 
together againſt them : and the 
magiſtrates rent off their clothes, 
and commanded to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid 
many ſtripes upon them, they 
caſt hem into priſon, charging 
the jailor to keep them ſafely : 

24 Who, having received 
ſuch a charge, thruſt them into 
the inner priſon, and made their 


feet faſt in the ſtocks. | 


25 J And at midnight Paul 
and Silas prayed, and fang 
praiſes unto God : and the pri- 
ſoners heard them. 

26 And ſuddenly there was 
a great earthquake, ſo that the 
foundations of the priſon were 


ſhaken : and immediately all the 


doors were opened, and every 
one's bands were loofed. 

27 And the keeper of the 
priſon awaking out of his ſleep, 
and ſeeing the priſon doors 
open, he drew out his ſword, 
and would have killed himſelf, 
ſuppoſing that the priſoners had 
been fled. ; 

28 But Paul cried with a 
loud voice, ſaying, Do thyſelf 
no harm: for we are all here. 

29 Then he called for alight, 
and ſprang in, and came trem- 
bling, and fell down before Paul 
and Silas,

impriſoned at Philippi. 
31 And they ſaid, Believe on 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and thou 
{halt be ſaved, and thy houſe. 
32 And they ſpake unto him 
the word of the Lord, and to 
all that were in his houſe. 
33 And he took them theſame 
hour of the night, and waſhed 
their ſtripes; and was baptized, ' 
he and all his, ftraightway. 
34 And when he had brought 
them into his houſe, he ſet meat 
before them, and rejoiced, be- 
lieving in God with all his houſe. 
35 And when it was day, 
the magiſtrates ſent the ferjeants, 
laying, Let thoſe men go. 
36 And the keeper of the 
priſon told this ſay ing to Paul, 
The magiſtrates have ſent to 
let you go: now therefore de- 
part, and go in peace. 
7 But Paul ſaid unto them, 
They have beaten us openly 
uncondemned, being Romans, 
and have caſt us into priſon; 
and now do they thruſt us out . 
privily ? nay verily; but let them 
come themſelves and fetch usout. 
38 And the ſerjeants told theſe 
words unto the magiſtrates: and 
they feared, when they heard 
that they were Romans. | 
39 And they came and be- 
ſought them, and brought hem 
out, and defired them to depart 
out of the city. 


40 And they went out of

Paul preacheth at Theſſalonica. 
OW when they had paſl- 
ed through Amphipolis 
and Apollonia, they came to 
Theſſalonica, where was a ſyna- 
gogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner 
was, went in unto them, and 
three ſabbath days reaſoned with 
them out of the ſcriptures, 

3 Opening and alledging, 
that Chriſt muſt needs have ſuf- 
fered, and riſen again from the 
dead; and that this Jeſus, whom 
I preach unto you, is Chriſt. 


4 And ſome of them believ- 


ed, and conſorted with Paul and 
Silas; and of the devout Greeks 
a great multitude, and of the 
chief women not a few. 

5 J But the Jews which be- 
lieved not, moved with envy, 
took unto them certain lewd 
fellows of the baſer fort, and 
gathered a company, and ſet all 
the city on an uproar, and af- 
ſaulted the houſe of Jaſon, and 
{ought to bring them out to the 
people. | 
6 And when they found them 
not, they drew Jaſon and cer- 
tain brethren unto the rulers of 
the city, crying, Theſe that have 
turned the world upſide down 
are come hither alſo ; 

7 Whom Jaſon hath receiv- 
ed: and theſe. all do contrary 
to the decrees of Ceſar, ſaying 
chat chere is another king, one

8 And they troubled the peo- the ſynagogue with the Jews,

ple and the rulers of the city, 
when they heard theſe things. 

9 And when they had taken 
ſecurity of Jaſon, and. of the 
other, they let them go. 

10 ¶ And the brethren im- 
mediately ſent away Paul and 
Silas by night unto Berea: who 
coming thither went into the 
{ſynagogue of the Jews. 

11, Theſe were more noble 
than thoſe in Theſſalonica, in 


that they received the word with 


all readineſs of mind, and ſearch- 
ed the ſcriptures daily, whether 
thoſe things were ſo. 

12 Therefore many of them 
believed; alſo of honourable 
women which were Greeks, and 
of men, not a few. 

13 © But when the Jews of 
Theſſalonica had knowledge 
that the word of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they 
came thither alſo, and ſtirred 
up the people. 

14 And then immediately the 
brethren ſent away Paul to go 
as it were to the ſea: but Silas 
and Timotheus abode there ſtill, 

15 And they that conducted 
Paul brought him unto Athens: 
and receiving a commandment 
unto Silas and Timotheus for 
to come to him with all ſpeed, 
they departed, 

16 J Now while Paul waited 
for them at Athens, his ſpirit 
was ſtirred in him, when he ſaw 
the city wholly given to idolatry. 
17 Therefore diſputed he in

11 And he continued there a 
year and fix months, teaching

12 © And when Gallio was 
the deputy of Achaia, the Jews 
made inſurrection with one ac- 
cord againſt Paul, and brought 
him to the judgment ſeat,

14 And when Paul was now 
about to open his mouth, Gal- 
ho faid unto the Jews, If it 
were a matter of wrong or 
wicked lewdneſs, O ye Jews,

15 But if it be a queſtion of 
words and names, and gf your 
law, look ye 70 i:; for I will be 
no judge of ſuch matters.

21 But bade them farewel, 
ſayi ying, 1 muſt by all means 
keep this feaſt that cometh in 
Jeruſalem: but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. 
And he failed from Epheſus. 

22 And when he had landed

CHAP. XIX.

24 J And a certain Jew! 
named Apollos, born at Alex-

to Ep pheſus: and finding cer-

;fince ye believed? And they 
ſaid unto him, We have not 95 
much as heard whether there 
by any Holy Ghoſt. 

3 And by faid unto them, 
Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized? And they ſaid, Unto 
John's baptiſm. A | 

4 Then faid Paul, John ve- 
rily baptized with the baptiſm 
of repentance, ſaying unto the

people, that they ſhould believe 
on him which ould come af- 
ter him, that is, on Chriſt Jeſus. 

5 Whenthey heard this, they | 
were baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jeſus. 

6 And when Paul had laid 
his hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghoſt came on them; and they 
ſpake with tongues, and pro- 
pheſied. + 

7 And all the men were 
about twelve. 

8 And he went into the 
ſynagogue, and ſpake boldly 
for the ſpace of three months, 
diſputing and perſuading the 
things concerning the kingdom 
of God. 

9 But when divers were har- 
dened, and believed not, but 
ſpake evil of that way before 
the multitude, he departed from 
them, and ſeparated the diſci- 
ples, diſputing daily in the 
{ſchool of one Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued by 
the ſpace of two years; ſo that 
all they which dwelt in Aſia 
heard the word of the Lord Je- 
ſus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought ſpecial 
miracles by the hands of Paul : 

12 So that from his body 
were brought unto the fick 
handkerchiefs or aprons, and 
the diſeaſes departed from them, 
and the evil ſpirits went out of 
them. 

13 J Then certain of che 
vagabond Jews, excorciſts, took 
upon them to call over them 
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which had evil ſpirits the name 
of the Lord Jeſus, ſaying, We 
adjure you by Jeſus — Paul 
preacheth. 

14 And there were ſeven ſons 
of one Sceva, a Jew, and chief 
of the prieſts, which did fo. 

15 And the evil ſpirit an- 
ſwered and ſaid, Jeſus I know, 
and Paul I know ; but who are 
ye? 

16 And the man in whom 
the evil ſpirit was leaped on 
them, and overcame them, and 
prevailed againſt them, ſo that 
they fled out of that houſe 
naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to 
all the Jews and Greeks alſo 
dwelling at Epheſus; and fear 
fell on them all, and the name 
of the Lord Jeſus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed 
came, and confeſſed, and ſhew- 
ed their deeds. \ 

19 Many of them alſo which

books together, and burned 
them before all men and they 
counted the price of them, and 
found it fifty thouſand pieces of 
ſilver. 

20 So mightily grew the

26 Moreover ye ſee and hear, 
that not-alone at Epheſus, but 
almoſt throughout all Aſia, this 
Paul hath perſuaded and turned 
away much people, ſaying that 
they be no gods, which are 
made with hands : 

27 So that not only this our 
craft is in danger to be ſet at 
nought ; but alſo that the tem- 
ple of the great goddeſs Diana 
ſhould be deſpiſed, and her mag- 
nificence ſhould be deſtroyed, 
whom all Afia and the world 


28 And when they heard 


theſe ſayings, they were full of| ] 


wrath, and cried out, ſaying, 
Great is Diana of the Epheſians. 

29 And the whole city was 
filled with confuſion : and hav- 
ing caught Gaius and Ariftar- 
chus, men of Macedonia, Paul's 
companions in travel, they ruſh- 
ed with -one accord into the

the tumult -appeaſed. 

30 And when Paul would 
have entered in unto the people, 
the diſciples ſuffered him not. 

31 And certain of the chief 
of Aſia, which were his friends, 
ſent unto him, defiring him that 
he would not adventure himſelf 
into the theatre. pro 

32 Some therefore cried one 
thing, and ſome another : for 
the aſſembly was confuſed; and 
the more part knew not where- 
fore they were come together. 

33 And they drew Alexander 
out of the multitude, the Jews 
And 
Alexander beckoned with the 
hand, and would have made his 
defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that 
he was a Jew, all with one voice 
about the ſpace of two hours 
cried out, Great is Diana of the 
Epheſians. 

35 And when the townclerk 
had appeaſed the people, he 
ſaid, Te men of Epheſus, what 
man is there that knoweth not 
how that the city of the Ephe- 
fans is a worſhipper of the 
great goddeſs Diana, and of the 
image which fell down from 
upiter ? | 

36 Seeing then that theſe 
things cannot be ſpoken againſt,

27 And likewiſe alſo the men, 
leaving the natural uſe of the 
woman, burned in their luſt one 
toward another; men with men 
working that which i is unſeem- 
ly, and receiving in themſelves

28 And even as they did nar 
like to retain God in their know- 
ledge, God gave them over .to

things which are not convenient;

righteouſneſs, fornication, wick- 
edneſs, covetouſneſs, maliciouſ- 
neſs; full of envy, murder,

8 But unto them that are 
contentious, and do not obey 
the truth, but obey unrighte- 
ouſneſs, indignation and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguiſh, 
upon every ſoul of man that

10 But glory, honour, and 
peace, to every man that work- 
eth good, to the Jew firſt, and 
alſo to the Gentile : 

11 For there is no reſpect of 
perſons with God. 

12 For as many as have ſin-

21 Thou therefore which 
teacheſt another, teacheſt thou 
not thyſelf? thou that preach- 
eſt a man ſhould not ſteal, doſt 
thou ſteal ?

thou that abhorreſt idols, doſt 
thou commit ſacrilege? 

23 Thou that makeſt thy 


boaſt of the law, through . 
ing the law diſhonoureſt thou 


God ? 

24 For the name of God is 
bal ewe among the Gentiles 
through you, as it is written. 
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without keeping the lau. 
profiteth, if thou keep the law : 
but if thou be a breaker of the 
law, thy circumciſion is made 
uncircumciſion. 

26 Therefore if the uncir- 
cumciſion keep the righteouſneſs 
of the law, ſhall not his uncir- 
cumciſion be counted for cir- 
cumciſion? 

27 And ſhall not uncircum- 
ciſion which is by nature, if it 
fulfil the law, judge thee, who 
by the letter and circumciſion 
doſt tranſgreſs the law? 

28 For he is not a Jew, 
which is one outwardly ; nei- 
ther is that circumciſion, which 
is outward in the fleſh : 

29 But he is a Jew, which is 
one inwardly; and circumciſion 
is that of the heart, in the ſpirit, 
and not in the letter; whoſe 
praiſe is not of men, but of 


God. 
CHAP. III. 
None juſtified by the latu. 
HAT advantage then 
hath the Jew? or what 
profit is there of circumciſion ? 
2 Much every way: chiefly, 
becauſe that unto them were 
committed the oracles of God.

25 For circumciſion verily; when thou art judged. 
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" Jews, as well as Gentiles, 


5 But if our unrighteouſneſs 
commend the 
God, what ſhall we fay? Is God 
unrighteous who wth ven- 
geance ? (I ſpeak as a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how 
ſhall God judge the world ? 

7 For if the truth of God 
hath more abounded through 
my he unto his glory; why yet 
am I alſo judged as a finner ? 

8 And not rather, (as we be 
ſlanderouſly reported, and as 
{ome affirm that we ſay,) Let us 
do evil, that good may come? 
whoſe damnation is Juſt. 

9 What then ? are we better 
- than they? No, in no wiſe : for 
we have before proved both 
Jews and Genules, that they 

are all under ſin;

20 Therefore by the deeds of 
the law there ſhall no fleſh be 
juſtified in his ſight: for by the 

av is the knowledge of ſin. 

21 But now the righteouſneſs 

of God without the law is mani- 


\feſted, being witneſſed by the 


law and the prophets ; 

22 Even the rightcouſnels of 
God Thich is by faith of Jeſus 
Chriſt unto all and upon all 
them that believe : for there is 
no difference:
